PRINOE NAPOLEON'S MANIFESTO.
From the N, ¥. Tribume.

The only Napeleon who knows how to talk
hes at last made his voice heard. The Prince
Napoleon (Jerome), who indulged np to the
time of the war in a ocertain sort of Cade
liberalism, who coquetted from the citadel of
imperialism with the camp of the opposition,
who played with the skill of the consnmmate
actor, and with something of that superficial
feeling which alone makes acting endarable,
the doubled paris of demosrat and [prince,
gsining popularity in the one and a millioa a
year in the other, has ut last come out a full-
fledged imperialist, He bas written from
London & long and virnlent Jletter in whioch
he roundly abuses M. Jalea Favre, a8 réspon-
gible for all the woes of France. The seleo-
tion of an antagonist shows that the old dis.
oretion which so amupsed the army in the
Orimea and in Ttaly has not yet deserted the
prudent Prince Pfon Plon. He has looked
over the entire field and hua selected what
seemed to him the least dangerons antago-
nist, Had his Highness been in that
tourney at Ashby he could never bave re-
sisted the sugqastion of the crowd, “Touch
the Hospitaller's shield. 1le has the least
sure seat.” He has nothing but kind werds
for the German conquerors, for Bismarck and
for Molike, He treats with gingarlg respoct
M. Thiers, **who acoepted the perhaps in-
evitable preliminaries of Versailles and the
Assembly which ratified them.” But as it
seemed probable & fortnight ago that M.
Favre would mot Jong remain a member of
the Government, and as that conscientious
and self-denying  statesman had performed
bis sad and difficult task with such unflineh-
ing steadiness as to call upon himself a great
portion of the unpopularity which has natu-
T come to the Government whose fatal
lot it hes been to make e in the ruin of
France, this jndicious exile selects him as the
target of an attack upon the Governwment
and the cause of the Republio,

We had almost forgotten the existence of
the stout J:rinoo. The war began in such n
bustle and hurry that when it was deelarad
he was on a pleasure trip to Norway, and so
had no time to collect his sluggish wits to
announce & policy., It was finished so soon
that he had no opportunity to organize an
army of tourists such as he bad formerly

ed with suoch success and diversion.
Since then he has flitted about in Italy and
Switzerland, too silent for a living man, and
too corpulent for aghost. But at last, in
London, he gives a tongue, and every line of
his letter shows the Corsican verve and bitter-
ness, It is dot dificalt to imagine the mo-
tives which haye driven to this
unusual effort, It is gall . and worm.
wood to him to speek in defense of the
Emperor. He has never conoealed the con-
tempt with which he regards him, as a sham
and freud in pame, in pretemsion, and in
every relation. He feels it as a burning
wropg that he, with his genunine Italian blood
and nf)nlgnnin profile, should be subordinate
to this Dutch changeling. But he has been
forced to curb his scorn and aceept the gifts
that fortune has bestowed by the Imperial
hand. He would net admit that the gentle.
man in the Tuileries was his cousin, bat he
could not forget that through him the Palais
Royal was his home, and & place was his on
the steps of the throne. After a few months
of exile he began to realize what it meant to
have lost his princedom. It was very plea-
sant while in Paris to talk democraoy to the
patriciens of the Benate, but the serious busi-
ness of life after all was to tonch the million
of the Imperial dotation. Joseph II, who was
a better democrat himself than a well
could harbor, said one day, ‘‘The trade I live
by is that of a royalist,” Our eloquent radi-
cal, Napoleon Jerome, has evidently comse to
the same conclusion, He sees his hopes of
future ease, and the chance of the crown,
whioh is only removed from him by the nar-
row the little Moatijo's life, fading
away in the stubbora disinclination of France
to recall ber fallen tyrant. He seea there is a
possibility of the Republic surviving the in-
trigunes of secret enemies and the madness of
open friends, He sees the old monarchical
ties p for the throme, as if the
no longer existed, He launches
this fulmination t the head of the Re-
publican ﬁn he Cabinet and the eounn.
try, artf ging upon kim and his ool-
leagues the whole train of disasters which the
Eu;gra precipitated npon Franoce.
inoe Kapoleon 'is too clever a man to
believe one word of this arraignment. He
charges M. Favre with repeated ocapitula-
tions, What has bhe to say of the figure
which the empire cut at Sedan? He says the
Fwperor oculd bave obtained better terms
from Germany than those sctually granted.
Then why did be skulk from sll responsibility
when Liiswarck received him, saying he sur-
rendered only himself—that his wife at Paris
was pow the head of the firm! The Prinoce
denocunces the diloguence of the promises
of defenss made by the Government of Sep-
tember. ‘This sounds strangely from the
mouth of a champion of that grotesgue em-
pire whioh went to war with & comedian's
equipent of tinsel and fanfaromade. This
sourrilous manifesto is only intended to im.
preas the rural masses, awong whom both
the Napoleons fouud their blindest adhe-
rents. It is a8 easy as it is disingennoos
to persusnde the unthivkiug peasantry
that under the Emperor they had .suoe and
under the republic they have had war, and
lhli thie wicked M. Fawvre is the cause of

THE NEW MARQUESS OF RIPON,
Frowt the N. ¥, World,

The ¢sble snncuuces thay in resognition
of his services at the head of ths British com-
mission, Earl de Grey and Wipon is to be
raiaed one afep in the peersgo and to be wads
“.'qnm of uapun. The eleation of this

title is an aot of filial piety on the Earl's part,
bis father having takem the title of Eurl of
Ripon when he in his time took a step up.
wards on the Iadder of British
As the nmew Marquess has laft many pleasant
memories in this country, it may interest
some of our readers to know more precisely
than in most cases Americans neéed oidre to
know just what such a promotion as this
actually sigoifles. Sinoe it wonld seem,
that there id a prospect of our being broaght
into olose relations with the privileged olasses
of Great Britain through the monarchieal
golivities of President Grant and the Dent
muily, & brief sermon on the peérage may
enlighten a zeal which in some cases, we foar,
is ratber witbout knowledge.

The English peeraye consists of five orders
—barons, visconunts, earls, marqnesses, and
dokes. The oldest of these titles, and the
only exclusively Eoglish title of them  all,
that of earl, stands third in the order of
precedence, It is of one origin, s the best
autborities now agree, with the estimable
title of alderman; but 8s at present nsed it
corresponds more nearly with the Tentonio
title of graf and the Letin titleof connt than
with the desigpation bestowed by admiring
tlsitizens upon the fathers of our munieipal
ady.

A{l the other English titles of nobility are
of Norman derivation, from the virile honor
of “'baron,” a word which in the law is still
used as the equivalent of manhood, up to the
high milibarthonor of *‘duke.” The title of
“paronet,” invented in the time of James
the First, does not belong to the peerage,
and though it is beld by many persons of
ancient family and large fortune, it has come
of late years to be regarded as a comfortable
way of ‘‘fobbing off” small ambitions, It will
be remembered that it was offerad hy the
British Government to Mr., Oyrns W. Field,
and sotnally accepted by the Amerioan banker
in London, Mr. Curtis Lampson, now Sir
COaortis Lampson, Bart., who sustained the
American side of the cable enterprise when
Mr. Field was driven to the wall.

There are now borne on the rolls of the
United Kingdom 256 barons, the premier of
that rank Leing Lord de Ros, who bears a
title granted in the year 1264; and the paisne
being Lord Lisgar, better known as Sir John
Young, Governor-General of Canada, raised
to the peerage in 1570.

Of viscounts the United Kingdom has
twenty-four, including, if one may make a
bull of a lady, the wife of Mr, Disraeli, created
Visconntess Beaoconsfield in her own right,
and independently of her hushand, in 1568,
The premier visconut, Deévereux, Viscount
Hereford, dates from 1549,

There are 110 earls of the United Kingdom,
whose wives, when they happen to have
wives, are designated by the feminine of the
Latin title which corresponds to the English
rank of earl, and are accordingly called coun-
tessea, The premierearl of England, Talbot,
Earl of Bbrewsbury and Talbot, dates from
1442, This is the nobleman who is to have
the pleasure of the entertaining hali a hun-.
dred of Penpsylvania Kuights Templar at
his beautiful seat of Allon Towers on the
Yourth of July, The puisne earl is Dan-
combe, orea Earl of Feversham by Mr.
Disraeli in 1868,

Vigconunts and barons have this in com-
mon, that their sons and daughters are de-
scribed as ‘‘honorables.” As earls are a atep
higher in the peerage the eldest sons of earls
are allowed *‘by courtesy” to bear the “*secand
title” of their fathers, earls being always
“‘barons,” and often ‘‘viseounts,” as well as
earls, Thus the eldest and indeed the only
son of Earl de Grey, who visited this country
with his father, bas been known as Viscount
Goderich—that title belonging to his father.
Upon the elevation of his father to the Mar-
quessate of Ripon this young gentleman will
robably be permitted to describe himself as
E‘.-rl de Grey.
Far above the earls, as the earls above the
viscounts and barons, rise the marquesses
and the dukes, who bave thisin common,
that all their sons are described as “‘lords”—
Mr. John Russell, for example, a younger son
of the late Duke of Bedford, haviog been
known as ‘‘Lord John Huossell' until he was
mwade a peer in his own right, as Earl Russell,
in 1861,
iOf INArquesses “Grut' tt:Ilarlta.ixl:blz_::m l:]mw
eighteen, mier o @ rank being Pau-
loah Hltqnellp,:l Winchestor, dating from
1651, and the puisne Phipps, Marquess of
Normanby, dating from 1838, The new Mar-
quess of Ripon will thus give Lord Normanby
a ‘“‘shove” upwards of one point.
At the head of the British peerage stand
the dukes, grand, awful, and alone, to the
number of twenty-one, the premier being
Howard, Duke of Noifolk, whose title dates
back to 1483, and the puisne Powlett, Dake
of Cleveland, whose title was conferred in
1838, In all this of course we say nothing of
the ge of Seotland and Ireland, of which
the hierarchy is precisely similar,
It has been generally understood that the
Earl de Grey expected to be made not &
marguess but a doke in return for his labors
ot Washington. One of the Earl's ancestors
in the female line was Duke of Kent at the
beginning of the last century, end it was
supposed that this title, which has since been
borne by an English prinee—the father of
Queen Victoria—would be revived for the
successful negotiator of the treaty of Wash-
ington. As Marquess of Ripon, Earl de
Grey, Earl of Ripon, Viscount Goderich,
Baron Grsntham, and Baron Lucas, however,
the nobleman in guestion m}r be oconsidsred
for the present to be tolerab Y well supplied
with “handles to his name.” Perhaps her
Majesty reserves the ducal coronet with its
strawh leaves to crown the matrimonial
treaty which is to unite the ancient royal
honors of the Guelphs with the rising impe.-
rial splendor of the Granta,

Bowen's conviction at his recent trial was

based largely on the alleged forgery of the
certificate of divoroe procured in s New York
conrt. It was admitted that the ocertifioate
was in the bandwriting of a clerk now dead.
Public opinion may fairly detluot somewhat
from its severity in judging a man tripped up
amwong the mysteries of the District Attor-
ney's Court in New York. Amid all the baze
surroundieg this painful case it appears clear
that it is to the interest of Mr, Bowen's po-
litieal rivals to rnin him, Bat it is to the
interest of the comwunity only that justice
sball be done. We believe that the facts we
have mentioned are sufficient to suggest that
justice does not eall for the sweeping dennn-
ciationa of Mr. Bowen now dealt ont bya
portion of the press. TIndeed, there seems to
be good ground for his wife's demand —that
the circumstances in his case which are at
present surrounded in mystery shonld re-
ceive fuller investigation thanm they have
yet done,

THE COMMONER ALMOST DEPARTED.
From the Cinetnnati Gazelte,

There is a timidity in the Oommoner about
coming to the pointof Btate rights, anda
labor at diversion, which seem to indiocate
that the last defender of State rights is at the
point of departure.

The Commoner started in to dispnte our
proposition that this Government, jndged by
its Constitolion, is a nalional governwment;
but it fell away into a labor to confuse terms.
We defined what constitutes a Federal and
what a nstiohal government. We then showed
that our Constitution specifically confers
those powera which make a natioval govern.
ment. The Commoner's whole labor is to coa-
fuse the meaning of words, Thisis the in.
variable resort of those who cannot maks an
argnment on the case,

mentioning the powers eonferred by the
Constitution on the General Government, we
said that ‘‘its laws are the supreme law of the
land; that it is the sole jndge of the extent of
its ocnstitntional powers,”

How would any lawyer or competent writer
on publie affairs understand this? An act
which is not in accordance with the Constitu-
tion is not law. And the judgment of a gov-
ernment of the extent of its constitutional
{:ower is, of course, by its constitutional tri-

unal. This is something that any one onght
to understand; for there can be no rational
disoussion witk one who does not nnderstand
languoage.

But the Commoner perverts our words and
makes us to say that un act of Congress con-
trary to the Constitution is the supreme law;
and that Congress is the sole jndge of the ex-
tent of its own powers. And then it goes on
to the length of a column to refute its own
absurdities. This is puerile. We recommend
to the Commoner a term in the common
school, or more courage in meeting the point,

But, after a column of this lammery, the
Commoner at last, with many misgivings and
much description of the enormity that wonld
justify such a resort, answers onr question,
and timidly says it does hold that if a partisan
Congress and a packed Bupreme Court can
make clesn breaches over the COonstitution,
end if “Congress break down that instrn-
ment, and enaot that each one of the ority
members shall be a nobleman with the title
of noble, both romml and hereditary, and
the estate tail of a noble,” and should do va-
rious other monstrous and impossible things,
then a State may nullify these acta,

This is feeble. If a State may negative a
law of Congress it may do it for any cause,
at its own sovereign diseretion. Bugaboos
do not belong to a rational ent.

If it be trne that a State may negative a law
of Coogress, then we admit that ours is a
federal government of A most loose sort.
But inasmuch as the Commoner has to resort
to a desoription of a case that would be a sub-
version of the Government, and wounld bena
cause for revolution, and inssmuch as its
remedy is extra constitutional, we have to
remark that it bas not yet touched our pro-
position that this Government, judged by the
powers specifically conferred by its Constita-
tion, 18 & national government.
